SUMMER  SESSION  AT  COLUMBIA  SEMINARY 

In  order  to  comply  with  the  government's  ruling  that 
ministerial  candidates  who  have  completed  the  prerequi- 
site college  training  must  begin  their  theological  studies 
at  once,  Columbia  Theological  Seminary  will  hold  a  sum- 
mer session  this  year.  Classes  will  begin  on  Thursday, 
June  8,  and  will  continue  through  Wednesday,  August  23. 
The  first  meal  served  in  the  seminary  refectory  will  be 
dinner  at  6:00  P.  M.  on  Wednesday,  June  7.  The  first 
assembly  of  students  will  be  held  in  the  Chapel  at  10:30 
A.  M.  on  June  8. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  faculty  of  Columbia  Semi- 
nary considers  field  work  done  by  its  students  in  summer 
an  integral  part  of  their  training  for  the  ministry,  and 
that  all  members  of  the  rising  Middle  and  Senior  Classes 
have  already  accepted  appointments  for  this  year,  in- 
struction will  be  offered  during  the  coming  summer- 
quarter  only  for  Juniors  and  for  Graduate  Students.  The 
seminary  has  recently  applied  for  the  privilege  of  par- 
ticipating in  the  Navy  V-12  program,  however,  and  if 
this  application  is  granted  it  is  expected  that  another 
summer  will  find  an  accelerated  program  in  effect  for 
all  classes. 

All  courses  offered  for  Juniors  will  be  taught  by  the 
regular  professors  of  the  seminary  and  a  full  schedule 
of  fifteen  hours'  work  for  the  quarter  will  be  provided. 
During  the  first  half  of  the  session  these  men  will  study 
Old  Testament  History  under  Dr.  Gutzke  and  the  History 
of  Christian  Missions  under  Dr.  Robinson.  During  the 
second  half  they  will  study  Homiletics  under  Dr.  Green 
and  The  Social  Teachings  of  the  New  Testament  under 
Dr.  Cartledge.  No  work  in  New  Testament  Greek  will 
be  offered  until  the  fall  quarter. 

The  charge  made  to  undergraduates  for  room  and  board 
during  the  summer  quarter  will  be  $98.35.  The  registration 
fee  of  $25.00  for  the  entire  year  should  be  paid  at  the 
beginning  of  the  quarter,  but  may  be  deferred  by  special 
arrangement  in  case  of  necessity. 

PROGRAM  OF  GRADUATE  STUDY 

In  order  that  ministers  who  wish  to  spend  a  part  of 
the  summer  in  graduate  work  at  Columbia  Seminary  may 
have  opportunity  to  do  so,  the  summer  quarter  will  be 
divided  into  two  periods  of  approximately  five  weeks  each. 
The  first  period  will  extend  from  June  8  to  July  15,  and 
the  second  from  July  18  to  August  23.  Although  atten- 
dance throughout  the  full  five  weeks  is  highly  desirable, 
it  will  be  possible  in  exceptional  cases  for  credit  to  be 
earned  by  uninterrupted  work  over  a  period  of  four  weeks. 
Men  who  desire  to  reside  on  the  campus  and  to  use  the 


seminary  library  without  actual  enrollment  in  classes  may 
have  the  privilege  of  doing  so. 

The  ordinary  requirements  for  the  Th.  M.  Degree  at 
Columbia  Seminary  are  the  completion  of  40  hours'  credit 
in  approved  classes  and  the  writing  of  a  satisfactory 
graduate  thesis.  Under  a  new  ruling  of  the  faculty,  only 
30  hours  of  work  need  be  completed  in  residence.  The 
remaining  10  hours  and  the  writing  of  the  thesis  may 
be  done  in  absentia.  As  the  normal  amount  of  graduate 
credit  to  be  earned  in  a  five  week  session  of  the  summer 
school  will  be  7%  hours,  it  will  ordinarily  be  necessary 
for  a  student  to  attend  for  half  of  four  summer  quarters, 
or  for  two  full  summer  quarters  in  order  to  satisfy 
requirements  for  the  degree. 

Graduate  students  enrolling  for  classes  or  for  use  of 
the  library  during  the  summer  school  will  be  expected 
to  pay  a  registration  fee  of  $10.00.  Room  and  board  will 
be  provided  at  a  cost  of  $9.00  per  week.  Ministers  desiring 
to  enroll  for  work  during  the  coming  summer  are  re- 
quested to  write  to  the  President  of  the  Seminary  as 
promptly  as  possible. 

Rev.  Donald  B.  Bailey,  Pastor  of  the  Emory  Presby- 
terian Church,  will  serve  as  a  visiting  instructor  and 
will  offer  a  course  for  the  benefit  of  graduate  stu- 
dents. Mr.  Bailey  is  an  honor  graduate  of  Columbia 
Seminary  in  the  Class  of  1941  and,  as  a  Bryan  Fellow 
of  the  institution,  spent  a  year  in  graduate  study  at 
Princeton  Seminary,  where  he  earned  his  Th.  M.  degree. 


GRADUATE  COURSES  OFFERED  IN  SUMMER  OF  1944 
June  8  -  July  15 

404.  Trends  in  Religious  Education.— A  survey  course 
studying  the  development  of  this  phase  of  church  work 
and  various  points  of  view  sponsored  in  the  church  at 
large  as  reflected  in  recently  published  books.  The  in- 
fluence of  the  social  sciences  and  pedagogical  theory 
upon  current  procedures  presented  in  contemporary  Re- 
ligious Education  literature  will  be  observed.  This  course 
is  designed  to  enable  the  student  to  interpret  the  sig- 
nificance of  the  recent  development  of  Religious  Education 
in  the  history  of  the  Church  and  to  orient  himself  in  that 
field  of  service  as  it  is  today.  Two  to  five  hours.  Dr. 
Gutzke. 

160.  Bible  Synthesis.— A  study  of  selected  books  in 
both  Old  and  New  Testaments  to  grasp  the  message  of 
each  book  as  a  whole.  Written  reports  and  outlines  based 
on  library  research  and  student  initiative  are  the  major 
part  of  the  requirements  in  the  course.  Two  to  five  hours. 
Dr.  Gutzke. 


211.  Scottish  Theology  in  Relation  to  Church  History 
Since  the  Reformation.— The  class  will  study  the  volume 
under  this  theme  of  Principal  Macleod  of  Edinburgh,  and 
each  member  will  present  a  term  paper  on  the  work  of 
one  of  the  great  Scottish  Worthies.  Two  hours.  Dr. 
Robinson. 

212.  History  of  the  Doctrine  of  Justification.— A  manu- 
script translation  of  the  masterful  presentation  of  The 
Reformed  Doctrine  of  Justification  by  the  great  Austrian 
theologian  Edouard  Boehl  is  made  the  basis  of  a  thesis 
course  on  this  subject.  Two  to  three  hours.  Dr.  Robinson. 

159.  Jeremiah.— A  study  in  the  life  and  times  of  one 
of  the  great  prophets  of  Israel  with  an  evaluation  of  his 
message  for  the  world  of  today.  Two  hours.  Dr.  Richards. 


July  18  -  August  23 

137.  Modern  Literature.— Qualified  students  are  allowed 
to  take  this  reading  course  to  familiarize  themselves  with 
some  of  the  books  and  technical  journals  in  the  New 
Testament  and  general  Biblical  field  written  in  recent 
years.  Instead  of  meeting  class,  the  student  will  hand 
in  written  critiques  of  each  book  read.  Two  to  five  hours. 
Dr.  Cartledge. 

138.  Problems  in  the  Life  of  Christ.— A  course  dealing 
with  typical  problems  in  the  field  of  historical  and  textual 
criticism  in  relation  to  the  life  of  Christ.  Two  to  five 
hours.   Dr.  Cartledge. 

155.  The  Minor  Prophets.— The  last  twelve  books  of 
the  Old  Testament  will  be  studied  to  note  the  functions 
of  the  prophet  in  the  life  of  God's  people,  and  the  content 
of  their  message  as  a  revelation  of  the  Will  of  God.  The 
basis  of  study  will  be  the  English  Bible,  but  with  oppor- 
tunity for  use  of  the  Hebrew  by  those  who  desire  it.  Two 
to  five  hours.    Dr.  Kerr. 

207.  The  Teachings  of  John  Calvin.— The  Institutes 
with  studies  thereon  by  Doumergue,  Warfield  and  others, 
and  with  an  evaluation  of  their  significance  for  the  church 
of  our  day.   Two  hours.    Mr.  Bailey. 

NOTE:  The  above  announcement  of  courses  is  made 
in  good  faith  and  with  the  full  expectation  that  all  sub- 
jects listed  will  be  offered.  In  the  event  that  there  is 
insufficient  demand  for  a  given  course  or  that  unfore- 
seen circumstances  require  a  change,  however,  the  faculty 
reserves  the  right  to  make  such  alterations  in  the  schedule 
as  may  seem  advisable.
